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Judge Collins' Criticism. 


In his drastic criticism of housing conditions at the 


[Allen county jail, delivered in the course of his a'ddress at 
the annual meeting of the Associated Charities Friday 
evening, Judge James A. Collins, of Indianapolis, told us 
little that we did not already know, but it must be admit- 
ted that he put an emphasis upon the distressing situation 
that may be of distinct value in moving the county to an 
earlier remedying of a fault that has been patent for many 
years. If this prove to be the case, Judge Collins' visit 
to Fort "Wayne was distinctly worth while aside from any 
pther consideration. Year after year the board of state 
charities as well as the local organization and numerous 
grand juries, have pointed out the unsanitary and health- 
wrecking conditions which surround the prisoners' sec- 
tions at the county jail. That the various sheriffs have been 
in no wise at fault is evident from the fact that the univer- 
sal Terdict has been tbatthoy were doing the, best that could 
possibly be done in the surroundings and under the con- 
ditions. Adequate remedy can only bo secured by the con- 
struction of anew building, and with this situation to face 
jsquarely, it is extremely doubtful it' it is the part of wis- 
dom to spend money in repairs that at best would amount 
to little more than a temporary makeshift. By way of 
Contrast, the jail situation strikes home deeply to everv 
citizen who has a pride in Allen .county, ils possessions 
and its achievements. When visitors come to Fort Wayne 
we axe glad to point out to them the very finest county 
court house in the middle west. Yet little more tlitin two 
Squares distant is another of the county buildings that is 
little removed from being an actual disgrace. We have 
known it for some years without the testimony of outside 
'expert opinion that uniformly follows inspection. .Judge 
Cbllins is merely the latest in the line of critics, ami his 
strictures are justified. Now how much longer are we: 
going to lay ourselves open to indictment of this char- 
acter?

indefinitely, 


usually during good behavior or for life. 


•1th—Salaries adequate to secure highly 


quiilified, expert officials, the best men 
that cnn be had.

The city council of Tho Hague is elect-

mayor is appointed by the government. 
The hoard of aldermen is elected bytho 
council from its own members. 
Other 


officials ara appointed 
either by 
thn 


council or by the board of aldermen, for 


a term of six years. Appointment* are 
made under civil service rules. 


Party politics or national iasuci do 


not enter into local government. 


Members of_ Jhe council receive no aal- 


nry, but arc recompensed for each coun- 
cil meeting attended. 


Ottawa, Canada, Population, 85,000. 
Tho city of Ottawa is governed by n 


council made up of the mayor, the board 
of control (four controllers) and eighteen 
sildennen. 
The mayor and controllers 


are elected by the people at large, while 
the aldermen are elected from the differ- 
ent wards. Members of the council hold" 
oftice for one year, and may be re-elected.

The Use of Soap—The effects of vari- 


ous soaps upon the skin has been ex- 
amined by a well known physician, -vho 
tells of hi» results. 
Chemical, bacterio- 


logical and clinical tests were employed, 
including some, experiments upon him- 
self which can hardly have been pleas- 
ant. 
All soaps, he finds, must be from 


their chemical composition irritant to 
the normal skin: the effect varies with 
the individual, and is greater in senile 
and diseased skins. Cottonseed oil and 
rancid fats are nowadays much used in 
the- manufacture of cheap soaps and 
probably account for their irritant ef- 
fects. 
The 
bacteriological power 
of 


soap is nil. and this applies not only to 
ordinary soaps but also to those im- 


pregnated 
"with disinfectants or anti- 


septics. 
Sulphur, ichfhyol and similar 


substances may have suiue Ieffects upon 
the glands ami blood vessels of the 
>kin, but. but carbolic and other anti- 
septics merely increase irritation. There 
is no scientific, basis for the addition of 
extra fat to soap; the only virtue in a 
superfatted 
soap 
is that the higher 


price at which it is sold generally means 
that the makers can afford to use very 
pure materials. 
Kesin is less detri- 


mental than is generally supposed as an 
ingredient of soap.

Payments to the families of membors 


who have died during the past year 
•mounted to $875,085.12, while $1,769,- 
288 were distributed to tboso incapaci- 
tated for work. In December alone these 
figures amounted to $1)1.828, and $130,- 
784.0fi respectively. 


In the lines east of PittsrmTg $1,812.- 


720.86 were distributed last year, $1,- 
211,552.20 for the relief of members un- 
able to work and $60l.lflS.4« to the 
families of members who died. On the 
lines west of Pittshurg thn total dis- 
bursements amounted to $S2l.fl30.« for 
the year, representing ?,M7,713.80 on nc- 
count.of sickness nnn $273.f)lfl.68 on ac- 
tount of death.

How many of the 7,000,000 users of 


gasoline engines in the United States 
know what makes the wheels go 'round? 


Did you ever shoot a gun? And did 


you ever know whit makes the bullet 
speed toward its murk? 
If you do, then 


you know what makes the automobilo 
go, for the firearm is the simplest acd 
earliest form of internal combustion en- 
gine. 
Indeed, the 
learned scientist, 


Christian Huygcns, of Amsterdam, as 
far back as 1IJ7K, actually made an en- 
gine that used gunpowder as fuel. This 
was the very first motor built. It was 
not much of a success, nor did the ex- 
periments of the Abbe Hantefuille in 
France in I'182 or the researches of Papin 
in 1(138 show satisfactory results; al- 
though both used the same methods as 
Huygons, The coining of tin- steam en- 
gine stopped0.'xperiinent» tending to util- 
ize heat as jVn'cr by applying it inside 
instead of outside 
the macfiinc until 


Otto took up the task about tifty 3'ears 
ago. Otto put "tho gas in gns engine" 
for all time and eternity. 


Anything that will make a gas that 


will expand with beat will make an en- 
gine go. If a lot of gas is confined in 
a small space and heated by a ppark it 
expands BO rapidly that something gives 
way. 
That is thi; first principle of the 


modern motor. It Is what started Huy- 
gens experimenting. 
lie couldn't 
find 


the right sort of a veesel in which to 
confine the gas. 
Otto did. Otto con- 


structed a cylinder of steel with one 
end closed »nd introduced a piston in 
th<! cylinder through the open end. When 
the piston was drawn out it drew a 
charge of gas into the cylinder through 
a email opening in the closed end, called 
an inlet valve, as a pump draws water. 
Then the piston worked back as far as 
it could go. This forced tho gas into 
a small space, compressed it. 
An elec- 


tric spark was flashed, causing the gas 
to heat, explode and expand and force 
the piston out. 
That ia all there Is to 


it. A fly wheel is attached to the shaft 


by the piston.

:o tho heavy fly wheel, having been 
given the shove by the explosion sends 
th« piston back Int nhe cylinder again, 
pushing out tho burnt gas through an- 
nther small opening at the top or in the 
side of the cylinder, called the exhaust 
valve.

opening in the pipe between the burner 
and tho valve that turns on the gas— 
placed there for the purpose of admit- 
ting air with the fuel so that the gas 
will burn.

pipe from tho gasoline tank ends there 
and there is a small opening through 
which air enters from the outside. The 
mixture of gasoline and air forma the 
gas that goes into the cylinder. 


Then thoro is tho magneto. 
This is 


just a magnet and it performs the same 
office the heavy magnet performed in 
tho ho.ll ringing device on the old tele- 
phones that required the ringing of a 
bell to connect with the exchange. Tho 
magnet furnishes electric power for the 
spark 'instead of a battery, the power

ty, ia said to have taken an active in- 
terest in the preparation of the bill, and 
likely will introduce it. 


Ask for More Money. 


Representatives of one correctional 


and two benevolent state institutions 
pleaded before the joint session of the 
senate llimncc committee and the ways 
and means committee of the house for 
appropriations in excess of those recom- 
mended by the legislative visiting com- 
mittee.

By a vote of 39 to 2 the bill intro- 


duced by Senator Hauck, which provides 
for the separation of all grade crossings, 
also was pas«ed.

state. Railroads are required to furnish 
to the railroad commission photographs 
of every grade crossing in the state. If, 
after a hearing has been had, before the 
county commissioners and the crossings 
are ordered lowered or elevated the coun- 
ties are to pay 25 per cent of the cost 
and the railroads 75 per cent. 


The public utilities bill introduced by

Three Bill* by Fleming. 


Senator Fleming, of-Fort Wayne, in- 


troduced three bills at the request, ho 
said, of Allen county constituents. One 
would require that city and county 
clerks publish the names and addresses 
of persons who make Improvements of 
their property. The term of county as- 
sessors, over the state, will be extended 
two years if another bill ho introduced 
become* «. law. The senator also pre- 
sented a measure that upon the petition 
of 200 taxpayers the board of county 
commissioners must appropriate $3,000 
for a county field agent of agriculture, 
his salary to be $2.000 per annum. The 
agent is to be chosen at an election on 
the third Saturday of March each year. 
His duties would be to supcrvisa the 
teaching of agriculture In the schools 
and to generally promote farming inter- 
ests. 
The same track elcTation law, now in 


effect at South Bend, is offered to Terre 
Haute by a bill introduced by Senator 
Kattman, of Brazil. 
Senator Hibberd, 


of South Bend, Introduced a bill provid- 
ing for superior courtt In St. Joseph and 
Elkhart counties. 


All of the "loan shark" bills before the 


senate, except a now ono by Senator 
McCormick, which was recommended for 
passage, were killed by thn action of 
senate judiciary B'committee. The new 
bill provides that petty money lenders, 
defined as thoso who lend $250 or less, 
may do business any place in th<f county 
where they tako out a license. The for- 
mer bills required that they make loans 
only in their offices named In the li- 
cense. The bond is reduced from ?3,OUU 
to $'' 000. Two per cent a month is tho 
maximum rate of interest which they 
may charge. 
Carries An Amendment. 


With an imcndment making the max- 


imum salary $1,800 instead of $2,600, an 
liad been provided originally in the bill, 
the fees and salaries committee report- 
ed favorably on Senator Flemings bill 
to raise salaries- of school superintend- 
ents in counties having more than 80,000 
nhabitants. 


Only two bills were passed by the 


house, one of them being the Mtchcll 
measure permitting judges of the ap- 
pellate and supreme courts to reinstate 
disbarred attorney* five years after they 
have been forced to quit the practice of 
law. 
Representative Eschbach, of Warsaw, 


attacked the bill on the ground that it 
would tend to lower the standing of the 
legal profession. Representative Mitch- 
ell, author of the bill, asserted that pro- 
fessional jealousy would prevent a dis- 
barred attorney from receiving a fair 
hearing in his own county and that tbe 
higher courts would give him an. impar- 
tial hearing. 


The Kellams bill to increase the an- 


nual appropriation for the Nancy Hanks 
Lincoln State park in Stevens county 
from $1,000 to $1,500 was sent on to the 
senate by a vote of 62 to 34. 


On the request of Representative Cra- 


vens, of Jefferson county, his bill ap- 
propriating $76,000 for an Indiana build- 
ing at the Pacific-Panama exposition at 
San Francisco, in 1815, was held up by 
Speaker Cook until later in the session. 
The author of the bill explained mem- 
bers would have an opportunity to vote 
with intelligence when they knew what 
attitude the legislature would take on 
revenue measures. 


Allows Heavier Fine. 


Representative Fitzer, of Cass county, 


sent up n bill adding a fine of $1,000 to 
the sentence which a judge may impose 


upon persons committing criminal as- 
ault. 


A bill by Representative Weidler, of 


South Bend, would give St.|Joseph coun- 
ty full superior and circuit courts, and 
Klkhart county a full superior court in 
addition to the part circuit court it now 
enjoys.

HE oldeat lawyer in Fort Wayne, 


both in age and in the number of 
years that have passed since his 


admission to the bar, is Nathanial C". 
Miller. He is now within two months 
of being 84 years old and it was tiftv- 
zxine years ago, in this city, that he 
pu«ed*the required legal examination to 
practice law in the courts. 


Attorney Miller yet has his law sign 


hong out and maintains an office for 
the practice of his profession, bis office 
being at his home, BIB Lafayette street, 
having removed there about a year ago 
from the Arcade building on West Berry 
street. 
For many years thi» practice 


has been confined mostly to the prose- 
cation of military claims, the secure- 
jnent of soldiers' pensions, and real es- 
tate and insurance business. 
In this, 


notwithstanding his advanced years, he 
j» yet actively engaged.

COURT HOUSE SQUARE AS IT APPEARED IN 1854. 


The drawing, made from description 


by Attorney N. C. Miller, who spent sev- 
eral ytars in the buildings shown in the 
view, U a fairly accurate representation 
of the appearance of the court house 
square about tho year 1854. The build- 
ings are described in the accompanying 
article, 
Mr. Miller gives some, interest- 


ing information concerning the, surround- 
ings of th« courthouse square at that 
period. 


From Main street goinc; north on Col- 


hmm, on both sides of the street. f*iero 
were a number of hnsinesft houses. At, 
the northwoat corner of .Main and C .1- 
houn stood the Evani store building, n 


three story brick erected in 1853. Across 
Main street, at the southwest corner 
of Main and Calhoun, was a two story 
brick. 
On the 
upper floor Dr. C. K. 


Sturgis liad his offices. In the room on 
the first floor there was a drug store, 
conducted under the 
management of 


Dr. Sturgis. Next to that camo a sa- 
loon, then the Spencer hotel, which was 
a two story frame 
building, 
then 
a 


butcher shop with offices above and then 
the wholesale growry store, of B. Trent- 
man. On thn corner of Wayne, George 
Miller 
conducted 
a wholesale 
liquor 


store. 
All the buildings were brick ex- 


cept the Spencer •HHel. 


Along the south side of Berry, oppo- 


site the public «quare, going east, the 
first building was occupied as a saloon, 
then a butcher shop, then a bakery. 
The next lot was a vacant one and then 
camo a big framo building in which the 
hote.l called tho Central House was con- 
ducted. On Court were located the fire 
engine house, the calaboose. 
n black- 


smith shop run by Jacob King, and the 
livery atnble of Jack Reed.

"Judge Worden was one of the sound- 


est lawyers I ever knew.'V-said Mr. Mil- 
ler. "He had a broad senso of right and 
justice and always sought to attain it in 
both his practice and on the bench. He 
was not a flowery talker. He was, how- 
ever, impressive, logical and pracitcal. 
Hi» utterances wore convincing and 
he 


knew the law." 


Judge Warden came to Fort Wayne in 


184!). 
Previous to that he had prac- 


ticed law at Columbia City and also 
at Albion. It was to get into a wider 
field that he came to Fort Wayne. For 
some years he was judge of the circuit 
court and later one of the judges of the 
supreme court of Indiana, serving first 
by appointment and later for two terms 
by election. After his retirement from 
the supremo bench in the latter part of 
1882 he was elected, without opposition, 
judge of 
the 
superior court of Allen 


county. lie screed as such until his 
death in June of 1884. 


Came Her* In J839. 


Judgo Borden waa one of the very 


early pioneers of Fort Wayne. He came 
hero as land agent for tho government 
in ISIifl nnd in 1842 was elected presi- 
dent judge of the Twelfth district, then 
composed of nine, counties. 
Later he 


practiced Inw for a number of years 
and in I8. 
rv2 was elected judge of the 


common pleas court, leaving tho bench 
in 1857 to accept tho appointment of 
resident minister in tho Hawaiian Is 


"The bar in Fort Wayne at that time, 


and I am Hpcnking with reference to 
tin- members composting it in 1854, wn« 
an exceptionully able one.'' said Mr. Mil- 
ler nt'ti-r speaking of Judges Worden and 
Borden, and then ho mentioned the char- 
acteristics of some of tho others.

J. K. Edgerton. Originally a democrat. 
!ie embraced the anti-slavery and free- 
soil ideas and became a republican. On 
the death of Congressman" Brenton he 
was elected to fill out an unexpired term 
and at the next election defeated Reu- 
ben J. Daw*on in this district by a ma- 
jority of over 1,300. 
At the breakinji, 


out of the civil wart fte enlisted in the 
army. He was adjutant in the Forty- 
fourth Indiana infantry, then major of 
a cavalry regiment, and finally colonel 
of tho 129th Indiana. After ihe war he 
moved to Washington, D. C., and died 
there." 


The Courthouse Square. 


Coming litre BS he did in the early 


fifties, on the 31st of December, 1851. 
and his business being connected closely 
and daily with the courthouse and the 
county offices, Mr. Miller, with his splen- 
did memory, is one of the very best au- 
thorities in regard to the location* of 
the county 
buildings 
on the public 


square at that time and in 1864. Hence 
.heir location and their appearance »» 
lie remembcru them, which Is no doubt 
ni nccurnte as any that can be obtained 
at this date, are presented in the ac- 
companying drawing by The Sentinel's 
artist. 


The office of Judge Borden, which Mr. 


Miller entered in 1834, waa on the sec- 
ond floor of a two-story brick building 
that stood on the southwest corner of 
the 
courthouse square. 
On tho first 


floor were the offices of the sheriff and 
recorder. 
On the northwest corner was 


.1 two-story hrick, tlto two stories of 
which wore iisod by the clerk and his 
deputies. 


The building on the northeast corner 


was a ono-atory brick used by tho treas- 
urer 
and 
auditor. 
The 
courthouse 


proper, in which the sessions of court 
were, held, was on the southeast corner, 
the court room being on the first floor. 
About three hundred people could be 
crowded into it. 
On the second floor 


'.Squire Perry Water* hnd his office. 


The balance of the square was an 


own »pac« and not enclosed by a fence. 
ft was traversed by footpaths "from tho 
side centers and the 
four buildings. 


"Tho big opon spare on tho square was 
a great place for tho boys to play town 
ball and shinny," said Mr. Miller, "and 
til* fine weather frequently saw them 
thus engaged." 


The town at that time had • popula- 


tion, Mr. Miller'thought, of about 8,000. 
The big business was along Columbia 
street, as far east as Barr, the canal con- 
tinuing to center it there. Yet much 
of it was around the public square, par- 
ticularly on Calhoun leading from Co- 
lumbia street and up past the public 
square a block or so, along Main, Court 
and Berry. 


With over a half century passing since 


then, with the many changes it has 
brought, it could hardly be expected that 
lip. could give an accurate description of 
the business and the^ location of the 


different • business houses, etc., around 
the courthouse square, for the flight of 
[iuie dims memory, but in a general way 
he can, and it is from his description 
of the business houses along the four 
streets, Calhoun, B<->ry, Court and Main, 
Bounding the courthouse square, thatthn 
representation 
in

ist. 


Father a Baptist Pastor. 


And now a few words personal about 


the atlorney-at-law furnishing, by in- 
terview, these reminiscences about the 
lawyers and the courthouse square in 
1864. The childhood home of Mr. Miller 
was at Vergil, X. Y. There on March 
19, 1S29, he was born. His father, Rev. 
Urban B. Miller, was a Baptist min- 
ster there and when the son was 15 
years of age moved to Cass county, 
Michigan. 
There the latter was edu- 


cated, finishing his college course in the 
branch of the University of Michigan nt 
Kalamazoo. During part of the time he 
wag atending college he taught school, 
as he did also while he was studying law 
in Edwardeburg, Mich. 


In 1850 his father was sent to Fort 


Wayne by the Home Missionary society 
of the Baptist denomination to take 
the pastorate of the Baptist church here, 
its place of worship being on Clinton 
streeet, along 
the 
alley where now 


stands the building in which the News- 
paper nUion offices are located, oppo- 
site the postolBce building. His horns, 
which ho had purchased, was on East 
Jefferson street, opposite the present St. 
Mary's Catholic church. Rov. Mr. Mil- 
ler -wat here for a few yean and then 
tendered bis resignation to accept the 
position of 
financial 
agent 
for the 


Franklin college. His death occurred at 
Indianapolis In 1862. 


It was th« fact that his parent* were 


her* that brought Attorney Miller to 
Fort Wa^no, which, as stated, was on 
December 31, 1861. With the exception 
of about three years, this has since been 
hi* home. He had been engaged In the 
law practice here for six years when he 
took employment with the Wabash Rail- 
road company as assistant freight agenb 
and later with the Fort Wayne, Jackson 
and Saginnw as local freight and pas- 
senger agent. Then he returned to the 
practice of the law, In which, with his 
insurance, real estate and soldiers' pen- 
sion business, h* has tine* been *n-

The quan- 
tity used must have been almost in- 
flnitcsmal, yet its strength was so great 
as to respond to th« Usts described by 
Dr. Flexner. 


"The manner of the conveyance of th* 


virus," continued Dr. Flexner, "is not 
yet wholly worked out. The presence of 
the virus has been established on the 
mucuous membrane of the nose, throat 
and intestines of persons 111 from polio- 
myelitis nnd on the mucous membrane 
of the nose and throat of monkeys In 
which the disease has been experimen- 
tally produced. 


"Aside from the infected perions and 


tho monkeys, the virus has been found 
in external nature, namely in sweepings 
obtained from a room in which polio- 
myelitis patients have recently been 
kept. 
The latter finding indicates that 


the virus i» capable of leaving the In- 
fected body in a manner which permits 
its persistence as dust. 


"(since th<- vtru» hat been shown to 


occur frequently, If not constantly, in 
the discharges of the noit and throat, 
its is olear that It must escape into the 
surroundings of the patient, where, 
when dried, it would ntain its activity 
for a considerable period of time." 


Dr. Flexner also calls attention to 


tho danger which may exist in unclean 
surroundings and from unwashed hands 
whoro the disease Is prevalent.

This was 
thought to havo transformed the con- 
vict into a normal man and he was re- 
leased. 


At the age of thirtv-four Grimmell 


started life anew having convinced his 
friends and himself that he would never 
commit another crime. 


WIRELESS TO FIGHT FIRES. 


Lumbermen Hay Adopt Marconi Ap- 


paratus to Halt Blazes. 


Spokane, Wash., Feb. 1.—Lumbermen 


of Spokane- are 
seriously 
considering 


adoption of the wireless telegraph as an 
effective aid in fighting fires in the great 
forests of the Pacific Northwest. 


On the success of a test to bo made 


next spring by the Marconi company in 
one of the forests near Spokane hangs 
tho future of wireless as a means of 
fighting fires. 


Special apparatus will be placed on the 


trails used by tho forest rangers, who 
will carry emergency aerials to string 
between two high trees at any point in 
the woods. By this means it is proposed 
to have reported to a central station any 
incipient 
blazes, so that fire-fighting 


squads may bo rushed to the scene in 
time to prevent the firo from gaining 
headway.

WELL FOLK CARRY 


Discovery in Experiments 


in Case of Infantile 


Disease. 


MADE BY PHYSICIAN 


New York, Feb. 1.—Infantile paralysis 


may be carried by parsons who are not 
themselves 
subject 
to 
that 
dread 


malady and yet may be the cause of In- 
fecting others, according to the research- 
es of Dr. Simon Flexner, head of the 
Rockefeller Institute. 


This announcement is made by him in 


a paper published in the. current num- 
ber of a medical journal. It was found 
that typhoid fever could bo transmitted 
by passive carriers, and the same amaz- 
ing state of affairs now is indicated by 
Dr. Flfiinc-r in the case of poliomyelitis. 
Associated with him in this work and 
co-authors of the article are Paul F. 
Clark and Francis V. Eraser. 


They 
have demonstrated that the 


virus of tho disease exists in {lie noses 
of some perfectly healthy persons who 
have been in close contact with those af- 
Ilicted with the disease. This affords an 
experimental basis for the belief, which 
is being fortified by clinical observation, 
that thero are pa&sive carriers of tho in- 
fection. 


Dr. Flexner reports that thero -was 


taken to the hospital of the Rockefeller 
Institute a child four years old, suffer- 
ing from the paralysis, which prevent-

Judge Collins Says Allen 


County Jail is Public 


Disgrace.

Judge Jatne-t A. Colling, of the Indian- 


npolis municipal court, the man who at- 
tracted the attention of the nation when 
he inniifrurated n system of paying fines 
on the installment plan, last night ad- 
drcs«od the annual meeting of the Fort 
Wayne Associated 
Charities and 
dis- 


cussed jail conditions in Indiana, and 
made a plcn for the establishment of a 
utate penal farm. 


Judge Collins startled those present in 


declaring, that in n genem.! way Indiana 
is doing more for Hi hogn thati it is for 
some of the unfortunate and 
disense,- 


ridilen offenders confined in some of the" 
institutions. 
He also 
vigorously 
de- 


nounced the Allen country jail. 


"I visited a jail at Birmingham. .Ma., 


and thought, that it wan about lh« worst 
1" hnd ever seen." said .Tudgo Tolling. 
"After I came back from the Allen coun 
ty jail this evening I studied about what 
I hnd seen, and 
I am surprised that in :i 


Christian community like thin, or lik'> 
this is supported to bo, men are forced to 
be placed in conditions as they exist 
down there. 


"If I was » member of the honrd of 


county commissioners 1 would go down 
to thut jail and ask Sheriff Gladieux to 
put the prisoners to work, separating 
the brick from the mortar, and then T 
would ask the county to put a roof over 
the whole hniinefi*, which would make a 
better jnil than the one used at pres- 
ent." 


Police Station Also. 


During the afternoon Judge Collins 


visited the jail, and later the police sta- 
tion. In npeakinp about (he police sta- 
tion he declared that the place is filthy, 
unsanitary and a menace to the health 
of the prisoners confined there. 


"If 1 was in Judge Mungovan's place," 


said Mr. Collins, "T would refuse, to hold 
court sessions in that dirty place and T 
would insist that thn council provide me 
a place where I could hold court with 
some degree of respectability." 


Mr. Collins stated that, he deemed it 


unwise to ask that a police matron be 
appointed so long as the police station, 
her headquarters, remains in Its present 
condition. 


The Installment Plan. 
j 


Judge Collins, is the man who intro- ! 


iuced for the first time in this country 
the payment of fines on the installment 
plan, and judging from what he said last 
night the system is a success. 


"Presiding over a court that disposes 


.if nn average of 15,000 criminal cnaes 
annually, the great majority of which 
are petty offenses, I have become pretty 
strongly convinced that there should he 
a change in the method of dealing with 
such offenders. 


For years it has been the practice in 


the police and mayor's courts of this 
state to commit to jail or workhouse all 
offenders who were unable to pay or re- 
plevy the fines assessed against them. 
Such persons were not given'a term'of 
imprisonment, but were imprisoned be- 
cause they were poor. 
In other words, 


they were, imprisoned for debt. 


"To correct this evil and to aid this 


class of unfortunates, there wan intro- 
duced an a part of the probation sys- 
tem, established in the city court'of 
Indianapolis in 1910, a plan for the col- 
lection of tinea and costs on install- 
ments. This IIIIH now been in operation 
thirty-three months and within that pe- 
riod these probationers nave paid into 
court the sum of $27,000, to be applied 
in the payment of fines and costs. This 
plan operates to the benefit of the de- 
fendant in several ways. 
It saves him 


his employment; it saves his 
family 


from 
humiliation 
and 
embarrassment 


incident to imprisonment, hut more than 
all other things it saves his 
self 
re- 


spect."
